Wr. A. C. Gaebelein, noted na-. 
lional religious figure and editor 
of “Our Hope Magazine,” one of 
the world’s leading religious jo u r­ 
nals, was the speaker of the day 
at this week’s luncheon m eeting 
of the Palm Springs Lions Club 
held Thursday noon at The Des­ 
ert Inn. Dr. Gaebelein spoke on 
the topic "The G reatest Book in 
the World.” 
The speaker was introduced by; 
Chairman-of-the-Day Dr. 
J o h n 
Robertson Macartney, pastor of 
the Community church, who d e­ 
livered a m asterful address on the 
life of George W ashington. Rev. 
M acartney's tribute to the first 
president of the United States is 
printed on another page of this 
newspaper. 
Speaking about the Bible, Dr. 
Gaebelein stated that it is the 
greatest book in the world. He 
pointed 
out 
that 
the 
nation's 
greatest men, George W ashing­ 
ton, Abraham Lincoln, Theodore 
Roosevelt and others, all knew 
and loved the Bible. 
President 
Wilson spoke of it as the “Book 
of Our Nation,” he said. 
G reatest Book 
The speaker gave the reasons 
why the Bible is truly great. It 
tells about God and His glory. 
It answers the two most im por­ 
tant questions confronting man: 
(1) Where do we come from, w hat 
is the origin of the hum an race? 
(2) Where do we go to, w hat is 
the future of the hum an race? 
The Bible shows how man 
is 
created in the image of God. The 
book has a message m an needs, 
a message of righteousness, 
Dr. 
Gaebelein asserted. 
The Bible tells of the depths of 
degradation to which m an often 
can sink and shows how he can 
find his way back to God, said 
the speaker. 
The Bible has power and life 
in it! It is not a dead book, charg­ 
ed the speaker. Many have tried 
to crush it during the centuries, 
but still it lives on until today it 
is the most read book in 
the 
world. This shows the greatness 
of the book, he pointed out. 
U. S. Needs the Bible 
Dr. Gaebelein ended his 
talk 
w ith a plea th at we in America 
put the Bible back in the place 
in the home and in our lives it 
held in the days of our forefath­ 
ers. Our country is in a critical 
condition today, according to the 
speaker. Our educational institu­ 
tions are slipping away from the 
book and the “isms” are getting 
a dangerous hold on the youth of 
our nation.

The woman's husband, Charles 
Hardaker, told police at Monte­ 
bello he had separated from his 
wife, Betty, “not because I did 
not love her any more, but be­ 
cause it was impossible to live 
with her. 
“She is a strange, strange 
woman,” he declared, “haunted 
by delusions of persecution and 
often driven to run away and 
hide from people and things. 
“She has acted strangely for a 
long time. She became a religious 
fanatic. 
“I feel sorry for both of them 
—for my poor baby who died, and 
for my wife, who di(i not know 
what she was doing.”

Competition is too keen in 
the resort business today for 
Palm Springs to take a chance 
on driving away the sun-bath- 
ers. If they can't indulge in 
their favorite sport here, there 
are plenty 
of other places 
where they can go. We can’t 
afford to risk it! 
Instead of wasting our energy 
in denying our guests the priv­ 
ilege of indulging in innocent and 
health-giving activities, we should 
devote more time in trying to de­ 
velop more things for them to do. 
Let’s make their stay here enjoy­ 
able—that’s the way to get them 
to come back! Curtailing their 
fun won’t make this resort more 
appealing to them. Our energy 
could be used to better advantage 
in securing the aerial tramway, 
a city public playground and pic­ 
nic grounds, more public tennis 
courts, a municipal swimming 
pool, and in helping along the 
program of events at the Field 
Club. 
Those who seek to have an 
ordinance passed making it un­ 
lawful for a man to appear on 
the streets without a shirt or 
"upper" are proceeding in the 
correct manner, by presenting 
a petition signed by a number 
of voters to the council. Those 
who are opposed to the passage 
of an ordinance of this type 
should do likewise. Instead of 
grumbling among themselves, 
they should circulate a counter­ 
petition asking that such an 
ordinance not be passed; and 
they should present their coun­ 
ter-petition at a meeting of the 
city council. 
It is too late for the city coun­ 
cil to do anything but study the 
matter this season.

If those who 
oppose the ordinance do not make 
known their' wishes, naturally the 
council can come to only one 
conclusion—namely, that every­ 
one is in favor of the proposed 
law. 
No action will be taken by

ture. It will merely study the 
matter. Anyway, the city at­ 
torney may settle the entire 
controversy by ruling that such 
an ordinance would be uncon­ 
stitutional.

“The local dealer, who takes in 
a used car on a new one, knows 
the history of the car he takes in, 
and he won’t and can’t afford to 
misrepresent it when he resells 
the used car. 
"Rather than wholesale these 
cars at ridiculously low prices to 
the used car dealers of Los Ange­ 
les, the new car dealers prefer to 
give their home town people the 
benefit of the sacrifice prices. 
“It should be remembered that 
the city used car dealers, who 
handle used cars exclusively, 
buy their cars from the new-car 
dealers, and they must add 20 per 
cent or more to the prices they 
pay for these cars, and naturally 
they get only the cars the new 
car dealers can’t or don’t want to 
sell to their local customers.

Recreation Program 
Being Considered 
By Planning Com. 


A n im portant step forward in 
the annals of P alm Springs oc­ 
curred at a m eeting of the plan­ 
ning commission this week w hen 
th at body passed on to the city 
council a recom m endation which, 
if and w hen adopted, will give this 
city a good shove along the road 
to a m uch-needed public recrea­ 
tion center. 
The recreation committee 
of 
the planning commission has been 
m aking a study for some time of 
the recreational needs of Palm 
Springs. Their survey was finally 
put in the form of a report set­ 
ting dow n recom mendations 
of 
w hat 
the 
com m ittee 
believes 
needs to be done. The planning 
commission adopted the report. 


Part of Minutes 


The report w as included in the 
m inutes of the m eeting of the rec­ 
reation com m ittee held Saturday, 
Dec. 2. 1939, a t the home of K arl 
B. K um pe. 
U nder 
the 
proposed 
Master 
Plan for the city, this meeting 
was called to discuss the various 
points referred to in section 4 of 
the S tate Planning Act, entitled 
“Recreation P lan,” and to outline 
a suggested program of accom­ 
plishm ent for the ensuing year. 
The follow ing item s were dis­ 
cussed and tabulated in their ap ­ 
proxim ate relative importance: 
Outdoor Plunge 


A developm ent of this type was 
considered advisable for 
many 
reasons, the m ost im portant be­ 
ing: 
1. A t present there are no sw im ­ 
m ing pools in Palm Springs open 
entirely to the public. 
2. The sum m er population of 
Palm Springs is badly in need of 
such a project. 
Feasibility of the undertaking 
is practically assured because ex ­ 
perience has show n that in gen­ 
eral an outdoor public plunge can 
be a t least self-supporting. The 
location should be such that its 
continued use would not consti­ 
tute a nuisance or an objection to 
surrounding property, and prefer­ 
ably should be in a spot rather 
undeveloped at the start, so that 
fu tu re land developm ent about it 
w ould conform. 


Community House 
C onsideration of a site for a 
com m unity house should be given 
at this time. Such a developm ent 
w ould have facilities for indoor 
am usem ents such as cards, read ­ 
ing, w riting, evening en tertain ­ 
m ent for the elderly people, large 
fireplaces and a w arm and com ­ 
fortable atm osphere to stim ulate 
friendliness. 
On th e surrounding grounds of 
this project would be facilities 
for the m ilder outdoor sports such 
as croquet, shuffleboard, horse­ 
shoes, and bowling on the green. 
The entire plan w ould be sim ilar 
to the type of com m unity house 
so w ell known and successful in 
the b etter resort tow ns of Florida. 


Public Tennis Courts 
It is apparent th a t new tennis 
courts will soon be needed. W hile 
the present location at the high 
school grounds is satisfactory for 
student requirem ents plus a sm all 
am ount of general resort use, the 
future possibilities for a develop­ 
m ent com m ensurate w ith the en ­ 
tire resort requirem ents of Palm 
Springs, should of necessity 
be 
started elsewhere. 
Such a loca­ 
tion should be selected for ideal 
playing conditions, negligible in­ 
terference with surrounding prop­ 
erty, space for future expansion, 
and if possible, reasonable pro x ­ 
im ity to other sports 
develop­ 
ments. 
Outdoor Cooking Stoves and 
Barbecue Stations 
Economically and quickly in ­ 
stalled, these popular facilities for 
picnicking could be located in an 
accesible area proxim ating t h e 
o ther sports areas above m ention­ 
ed. Such a location would serve 
to com bine recreational 
sports 
w ith picnicking w hen desirable, 
and should also concentrate 
a 
m easure of the prom iscuous pic­ 
nicking in undesirable places, now 
going on. 
It w ould likewise be desirable 
to install these stations in some 
of the adjacent m ountain areas, 
and on the more popular trails, 
w here picnicking is 
extensively

T here 
are 
some 
additional 
sports actively played here, and 
requiring very large areas, w hich 
w ere not m entioned above be­ 
cause they are at present being 
w ell handled by the Field Club. 
These are baseball, football, and 
polo. Due to the uncertainties 
surrounding the continuance of 
the Field Club, this comm ittee 
feels that any procedure to be 
followed should allow for 
the 
eventual continuance of this type 
of sport, w hether it is cared for 
by a perm anent solution of the 
Field Club problem, or by inclu­ 
sion of additional acreage in the 
general outdoor sports develop­ 
m ent area suggested previously 
in this report. 
It can easily be seen that such 
an undertaking is not a small 
one, although no one can ques­ 
tion the fact th at it has been boil­ 
ed down to a very minimum.

Realizing that Palm Springs 
truly needs the Desert Museum, 
and needs it badly, Carl Lykken, 
Thomas Slaven and H erbert Sam ­ 
son, officers of the non-profit cor­ 
poration, are m aking a genuine 
effort to revive interest in the 
museum. 


The D esert Museum has been 
operated in seasons past by an 
organization called “Palm Springs 
D esert Museum, Inc.” The heads 
of 
this 
non-profit 
corporation 
have given generously of theii 
tim e and money to the project, 
but it has consistently gone in 
the red. 


One of the officers of the Mu­ 
seum pointed out the other day 
w hat a fine thing for 
P a l m 
Springs it would be if some o r­ 
ganization in town would spon­ 
sor the museum as 
th e 
club's 
civic 
betterm ent 
project" 
or 
som ething like that. 


One fact that everyone seems 
to agree upon is that something 
m ust be done to revive the Des­ 
ert Museum and that others must 
•pitch in" and help those who 
have shouldered the entire bur­ 
den in the past. 


The officers of the Museum are 
now w orking overtim e in an a t­ 
tem pt to determ ine w hether or 
not the citizens of Palm Springs 
really w ant the museum reopen­ 
ed next season. 


Lykken stated yesterday that 
the com m ittee in charge of the 
investigation at'dently desires any 
suggestions, opinions or criticisms 
which local citizens may have 
regarding the museum. He point­ 
ed out that tim e is going fast; 
and if the museum is to be re­ 
opened next December, 
action 
m ust be taken at once. 


Suggestions received to date in­ 
clude that m em berships be creat­ 
ed to continue the museum w ith 
an annual fee of five dollars per 
mem ber. A nother was th at some 
local organization working 
for 
the civic w elfare of Palm Springs 
take over the project. 


Also a large private donation 
or endow m ent would be a fine 
gesture on the part of some civic- 
m inded individual. 


Last year, under the direction 
of Don Admiral, the museum op­ 
erated from December 15 to Apr il 
15 and was visited by 4400 Palm 
¡ Springs 
residents and visitors, 


j O perating expenses, paid

| totaled $1300.

Dr. Macartney Gives Stirring Address 


On George Washington at Meeting 


Of Lions Club Thursday 
- 


The following inspiring address by Dr. John Robertson M acart­ 
ney, pastor of the Palm Springs Com m unity Church, was delivered 
at this w eek's luncheon m eeting of th e Palm Springs Lions Club 
held Thursday noon at the D esert Inn: 


My friends, 208 years ago a so n | 
was born to Augstine and Mary 
Ball W ashington in 
W estm ore­ 
land county, Virginia. 
We are today over two cen­ 
turies after his birth enjoying the 
fruits of his greatness. 
We are 
Americans because he was a truly 
great American. 
He is called the “father of his 
country" not as a m ere rhetorical 
flourish because, and we should 
realize it today more than a t any 
time, he was the greatest single 
influence 
th at determ ined 
the 
character of the Americans who 
were born after him and because 
he more than any other m an set 
the stamp of his personality on 
our institutions. 
Some one has said that 
for 
most Americans, G eorge 
W ash­ 
ington is little more than a steel 
engraving. It is true we know 
more about him, but know him 
less than any other great A m er­ 
ican. No anecdotes help to p e r­ 
sonalize him for us. It is difficult 
for us to quote off-hand a single 
thing he ever said, as is the case 
w ith Abraham Lincoln and 
his 
G ettysburg Address. 
Yet his life from youth to age 
was fairly brim m ing w ith action, 
and his w ritten w ords fill v&l- 
umes. 
Why does he seem to us as 
monum ental and im personal 
as 
the towering shaft th at bears his 
name at the capital of the nation. 
The obsence of struggle in his 
career may in part explain it. 
He came full panoplied upon 
the scene com pletely m aster of 
his powers and prepared for the 
event. 
He was instantly of equal sta t­ 
ure with every task he met. 
A surveyor at 17, m ajor of m ili­ 
tia at 19, at 21 a B ritish m essen­ 
ger against the French as far 
w est as the present site of P itts­ 
burgh, a B ritish Colonel at 23, 
whose 
m ilitary 
exploits 
w ere 
published in London to aid re ­ 
cruiting, at the sam e age chief 
of m ilitary forces in Virginia. 
At 27 a m em ber of the Virginia 
house of Burgesses. 
At 32 m em ber of the First C on­ 
tinental Congress. 
From the age of 43 to 52 in 
supreme command of the C ontin­ 
ental Army of fighting the W ar 
of Independence. 
At 55 president of the conven­ 
tion that drafted the C onstitution 
of the United Staes, from 
his 
57th to his 65th year serving two 
term s as first President of the 
United States, and dying at the 
age of 67 — w hat career can 
match it! 
Yet he was neither soldier nor 
statesm an by profession. He was 
a farm er and a business man, a 
prom oter of navigation and com ­ 
merce. Of these, his proper occu­ 
pations as he regarded them, his 
famous public services were u n ­ 
sought inerruptions. 
In public address he 
was 
a 
painful speaker, though when he 
spoke he alw ays had something 
to say. He would take his spec­ 
tacles from a red morocco case, 
his m anuscript from a side pocket 
and read slowly w ithout em phas­ 
is. His false teeth fitted badly. 
But there was w ithin him and 
about him that which set him 
apart. 
He lived in the full gaze of his 
contem poraries, 
w orked 
along 
side of them in common life, and 
y et stood above them by cirtue 
of sheer spiritual eminence. 
His generals were in awe of 
him. The great men of his time, 
Jefferson, 
Franklin, 
Madison, 
Adams bowed before his 
mind 
and character, he bowed to none. 
They saw him beat defeat and 


treason and conspiracy; they saw 
how far above am bition and re ­ 
prisal he lived; and so they gave 
the capital city his nam e, 
and 
they celebrated his birthday an ­ 
nually during his life tim e. 
W ashington was set on high by 
his contem poraries, friend 
and 
foe alike, before history confirm ­ 
ed th eir estim ate. 
He still rem ains deeply em bed­ 
ded in A m erican thought 
and 
custom s today. 
A leader w ithout being a dem a­ 
gogue; a disciplinarian w ithout 
being a tyrant; a statesm an w ith­ 
out being self-seeking. 
A nd because W ashington 
re­ 
fused a third term , no other Pres­ 
ident has ever sought one. 
He profoundly believed 
that 
the future happiness and 
ad ­ 
vancem ent of m ankind depended 
th e full dem onstration and 
developm ent of the free Amer­ 
ican way of life. 
This from his farewell address. 
His great work finished. 
Be united. Be A m erican. E u­ 
rope has a set of prim ary inter­ 
ests w ith which we h ave no, or 
a very remote, relation. 
Hence 
she m ust be engaged in frequent 
controversies, the causes of which 
are essentially 
foreign 
to 
our 
concerns. 
Hence, 
therefore, 
it 
must be unwise in us to im plicate 
ourselves by artificial ties in the 
ordinary vissisitudes of h er poli­ 
tics or the ordinary com binations 
and collisions of her friendship 
or her enmities, by interw eaving 
our destiny w ith that of any part 
of Europe or to 
entangle 
our 
peace and prosperity in the toils 
of European am bition, rivalship, 
interest, humor or caprice. 
W ords that should be engraven 
on the minds of all those in Wash­ 
ington 
into 
whose 
hands 
the 
American people have 
placed 
their 
lives 
and 
fortunes. 
My 
friends, we need the sp irit 
of 
George W ashington to possess us 
today. 
America faces an inside danger 
far greater than any th a t th reat­ 
ens from outside. 
The Dies Com m ittee in its ex­ 
pose of subversive forces 
m as­ 
querading throughout th e coun­ 
try under various nam es to re­ 
duce resistance against 
foreign 
invasion has perform ed an ines­ 
tim able service regardless of the 
ridicule heaped upon it. 
By their clever, insidious, far- 
reaching tactics the ism s 
have 
concentrated on the w arping and 
poisoning of youthful m inds to 
sow seeds of discontent, render­ 
ing them easy prey to propa­ 
ganda. They would w ipe out the 
150 years devoted to th e build­ 
ing of a great governm ent. 
We hold our liberties far too 
cheaply. Once lost, it w ill be dif­ 
ficult to regain. Dem ocracy must 
be preserved at all cost for the 
ultim ate welfare of the world. 
Time dims reputations. All of 
these present day u p starts will 
only be rem em bered w ith curses 
and im precations of those whom 
they have enslaved. 
The years eclipse hum an great­ 
ness, and often a single century 
avails to transform the m an of 
oak and rock to a vague and un­ 
substantial m yth. 
Not so with 
Washington! 
Then his duty to his country 
done, his great work finished, 
W ashington becam e once m ore a 
farmer and country gentlem an at 
Mount Vernon, w here he 
still 
kept up an active interest in the 
affairs of the nation. Less than 
three years w ere left him a t the 
home he loved so well, for on 
Dec. 14, 1799, after two days ill-
